to his family and a wretched burden 
to himself. Instead of this,he reached 
manhood bright, cheerful and intelli- 
ent. Reading all the books he could 
ay hold of, he was soon the best edu- 
cated man in his district, and rapidly 
acquired extensive influence, which 
was always used for good. He in- 
duced the young people to read and to 
study. Some contributions to the lo- 
cal newspaper, the cho des Voges, at- 
tracted attention and made him known, 
the result of which was that further 
intellectual opportunities were extend- 
ed to him. He made himself a good 
botanist, meteorologist, instructed 
others in these branches, and procured 
the foundation of several local libra- 
ries. He could not, nowever, be sat- 
isfied without achieving his complete 
independence,and earning his support. 
He obtained the position of manager 
of the telegraph at a neighboring town, 
was made Secretary to the Mayor, be- 
came a favorite correspondent to sev- 
eral agricultural papers, and received 
the highest reward of the French 
Franklin Society” —its gold medal. 

All this was accomplished by native 
force of character and strong religious 
feeling, under circumstances not 
merely adverse, but, at first, abso- 
lutely hopeless. A horrible deformity, 
intense suffering, absence of instruc- 
tion, crushing poverty—all these dis- 
abilities were overcome unaided, and 
this ye and crippled lad made 
himself the light, intellectual and 
moral, of his whole district.—Public
